acqueduct stands upon two large and 
solid abutments, one on either bank of 
i tbe riv er, with four piers between. 
The cost of the structure amounts to 
thousands of dollars, and as It is the 
largest piece of concrete work in the 
northwestern part of the state, en­ 
gineering skill of a high order was 
required. Practically all that is now 
left in the construction of the canal 
and the feeder is the building of the 
gov ernment dam at Sterling, and it is 
thought tha t this work will be com­ 
menced nex t summer.

When B. O. Boothby . who was the 
money -changer in the first booth at 
the Lindell entrance to the Ex position 
grounds during tbe entire period of 
the World’s Fair, left St. Louis this 
week he did not carry with him a gold 
medal, for the reason that none had 
been offered for tha t kind of work, but 
he took with him a letter which he 
prized ljust as highly .

White, chief of the department of ad­ 
missions, and Grant Womer, chief in­ 
spector, declared In writing they gav e 
Boothby tha t he sold more tickets and 
made more change than any other two 
men employ ed, and that his accounts 
were alway s absolutely correct. 
Mr. Boothby liv es at Dix on, III., and 
he was employ ed in a similar capacity 
at the Columbian ex position, at Chi­ 
cago. 
During « the entire period of the 
World’s Fair, a- fraction ov er half the 
people who entered the grounds went

through the Lindell gate. 
On 
checking (up there at night, it it ap­ 
peared tha t abo u t 6 5,000 had gone in 
through ithis entrance, a guess tha t 
the total admissions for the day would 
be from 120,000 to 125,000 was nev er 
v ery far wroDg. 
The largest amount of money Booth- 
by bandied in one day was 8 6 0,000, on 
St. Louis (day , when he waited upon 
people during the rush at the rate of 
thirty a iminute. On this occasion as 
well as on all other big day s, the peo­ 
ple came with silv er dollars or 81 or $2 
notes, and the changing of 
their 
money was done with lightning rapid­ 
ity . 
Boothby was the only changer 
who remained for tbe entire period iu 
tbe booth where he was originally , 
placed. 
He first sold tickets, but j 
after the coin machine was put in he | 
made change. 
“ 1 was often amazed,” said he, 4,to j 
see people so* careless in the handling j 
of large rolls of money . I recall that 
one day a man came up and, in select- j 
ing a note to be changed, he pulled J 
out of lus ov ercoat pocket, at least 
$300 in large 
notes. 
He placed the 
small 
change he receiv ed 
in 
bis 
trousers’ pocket and stuffed the big j 
roll in an outside pocket in his ov er 
<joat 
I saw hundreds of just such 
ex amples of reckless carelessness.” 
The Lindeil

the 
entrance 
through which most of the country 
people went into the grounds and the 
occupant of the first booth had to 
serv e as a sort of bureau of informa­ 
tion and instruction 
It often hap­ 
pened tha t one going in for the first 
time would come straight out through 
a Lin jell ex it, thinking he was going 
0 land on The Pikq, or at some other 
attraction.
